It Is untlcrstnpd that this prize, which Is 
worth niiotil 510,000, will bo divided be- 
tween these men. Tliey.no Hie second 
llrltlshers to receive this .Medical 
award. 

iiie Nobel prize was Instituted by 
tho will of Alfred p.ern.'ird Nobel who 
led $9,000,000, the interest of which 
was lo const I tit to a fund from which 
prizes were lo be (,'ivon to the Indlvl 
dtlrtlB who most benefitted mankind. 

Airred Nobel was :< distinguished 
Swedish chemist and the discoverer of 
runny high explosives. As a young 
man be studied In the United SUtcs 
under tho famous engineer, John Kiic- 
son. On his return from this couli- 
iienf. he went to Petrograd where he 
went under contract to prepare mines 
and torpedoes for the Russian Covrn- 
ment. W'orkinfr in conjunction with 
his father he manufactured dynamite 
In ISCr., discovered dynamite In IS80, 
explosive gelatine in 1875 and hallis- 
tito in 1SS«I.
